It is protested—doubtless with reason—that 
the war revenue bill presents inequalities and 
injustices. As Floor Leader Kitchin declared 
in presenting the measure to the house, per- 
haps no tariff bill in the country's liistory ever 
had been drawn with so much haste and un- 
Bcientific attention. 
The purpose was primar- 
)ly to raise revenue and the measure was found 
to fall short of what it was designed to accom- 
plish. 


Those who complain now of the burdens and 
those who may congratulate themselves upon 
esca]>e, may very well adjoiirn their senti- 
ments and emotions to a later season. If the 
war shall go on to mucli length—as the prom- 
ise is that it is going to do—there will be 
plenty of time to strike the balances. 
Those 
iioAv burdened are not likely to lose any part 
of their load, but those now carrying lightly 
will be ballasted in due course with at least 
enough more to kec]) them on even keel. There 


al impulse to the revolution and have sought 
to give equilibrium to the new order are exten- 
sisely distrusted by the people who are torn 
upon the one hand with fears for their new- 
found freedom and their anxieties to possess 
themselves at once of the land and its fullness 
and on the other hand are beset by evil lead- 
ers and hireling preachers of their enemy's 
subtle propaganda. It is a strange and critical 
time in Eussia and opens^ vistas of peril for 
the allies of which Russia is one and their 
great common cause to which sane Russia 
must in good faith feel bound. The situation 
in Russia is not by any means lost, but it is 
critical even in the best light that may be had 
and may in truth be desperate. 


Word came yesterday from 
Washington

are shortly tp leave for that country. Out of 
these events may come some stabilizing in- 
fluences that will keep the people of Russia 
loyal to their great men of the liberal govern- 
ment and faithful to their cause in the war. 
That is altogether conjecture, however, in- 
si)ired more by the hope than by the pros- 
l^ect. Russia any day may leave her allies ex- 
posed to a great danger. Already it is evident 
that llindenburg is reinforcing his west front 
with troo]5s the Russian situation has made it 
safe to withdraw from the German lines in 
the east.

He, like the even more brilliant 
h'cnator Joseph Weldon Bailey, of Texas, were 
caught ''with the goods," "wdien the activities 
of the late John D. Archbold as an accelerator

Hearst's newspapers.

The sane and capable men who gave ration^ 


—among them another Joseph—the Honor- 
able Sibley, a congressman from Pennsylvania, 
Publication by Editor Hearst of Mr. Arch- 
bold's e])istolary lucubrations brought these 
Josephs and others into a very fierce Avhile 
light that Standard oil docs not commonly 
make, but Avas responsible for in that tragic 
illumination. 
It Avas the undoing of Foraker 
aiul the Avreeking of Bailey. They faced the 
incandescent ghiAv with Avhat passed for cour- 
age and then retired—Foraker by acceptance 
of choice and Bailey by a ])retensc of disgust. 
Both Avent into retirement from the public 
ga/.e, and have been heard of little. 


There Avas nothing ever fastened upon Sen- 
ator Foraker save that he took the Archbold 
ciu^eks. No evidence that he ever misused his 
position in the senate to earn these retainers 
—Avhieh he said Avere for legal counsel, as they 
may have been. It AA'a a stupid indiscretion to 
say no Avorse of it, and that perhaps is the 
Avorst that can be said. But AA^hatever it Avas, 
it Avas the fact in his case as it Avas in Bailey's 
upon Avhich Editor Hearst crucified them both. 


Senator Foraker Avas a man of many bril- 
liant parts, a partisan of the early post-bellum 
school and around him in his state and to no 
mean extent outside of it rallied a folloAving 
that through a good many years held faith 
in purpose to put him in the Avhite house. That 
day never came nor came near, but Foraker 
held a true leadership for more than twenty 
years in Ohio and might have plucked the 
fruit of his ambition, but for the eclipse into 
Avhich the ascendancy of McKinley cast him 
after Mark Hanna constituted himself the 
AVarrick of the Canton statesman. 


Joseph B. Foraker can be kindly remember- 
ed in common by political friend and foeman. 
He Avas distinguished by intense loyalty to 
those AA^ho stood Avith him and by him and by 
an uncompromising hostility to the adversary. 
His fighting days were marked by whatever of 
heroics there may be in bitter partisan strife. 


Just so our cherished visitors from the oth- 
er side do not get the wholly false impression 
that American hospitality consists mainly of 
that kind of largess usually described in sum- 
Inary fashion as ''from soup to nuts!" Might 
loan them another half billion or so as a correc- 
tive diversion Just for-our reputation's sake. 
The great American idea still is to feed 'em— 
and it ain't bad at that, though apt to be over- 
done noAV and then and here and there. 


For those who are of the wi'ong sex, Avho 
are too old, Avhose feet don't arch, Avhcse sight 
is near or far or crossed, or Avho for any other 
reason or reasons cannot serve at the front, 
the patriotic slogan should be—grow a gar- 
den and buy a bond. 


If the masses of the Russian people are Cap- 
able of appreciating sheer cold steel intellect, 
this country is sending to them its tSnest 
product. What Blihu Root is not in the mat- 
ter t)£ mind isn?t at .all;"

FARMERS DO NOT WANT CHILDREN. 


Grange Officers of County Questioned by National Child Labor 
Committee Reply Mature Help is What They Need. 


Answers to questions sent to grange 
officers throughout the country by the 
national child labor committee indi- 
cate that farmers do not want or nerd 
city or town children. 
Of the, replies 
received to date, which cover fifteen 
states, 62 per cent say unqualifiedly 
"No" to the question, "Are city school 
children wanted to work in your dis- 
trict." An Illinois farmer writes, "City 
school children would be of no use in 
this section. 
Farmers are in need of 
adult help, 18 years and over." 
The 
Minnesota State Grange Master says, 
"City boys unless trained are of no Uc«e 
to US. Nearly all the work is canicd 
on by either gas or horse power and 
I find they do not understand how to 
drive a horse or handle machinery." 
The secretary of the Vermont Grange 
replies, "Vermont Is a dairy state. No 
children are employed or wanted to 
my knowledge." 
The four officers of 
the Pennsylvania Grange agree that 
children are not wanted to any ex- 
tent. 
"Some demand for boys," says 
the Master, but the state 
treasurer 
says, "We do not think school chil- 
dren of the large cities would be of 
sufficient help to warrant the under- 
taking." 
"The tending of small corn 
is a delicate business for a city bred 
child." says an officer from the coin 
belt of Illinois, "while haying and har- 
vest would be too heavy work for one 
not accustomed to labor in the hot 
sun." 


Of those who mention the lowest age 
at Avhich a boy is useful, 64 per cent 
say 14 or over. 
Those who mention 
the need of children 
say they 
are 
wanted for berry picking or 
truck 
gardening, but only 12V4 per Cent of 
all the answers say, without qualifica- 
tions, that children are wanted on the 
farms. 
The conclusions, according to 
the national child labor 
committee, 
are that to send school children 
to 
farms without careful investigation of 
the actual need for tliem In a given 
district would be foolish and ¿».n em- 
barrassment to the farmers, that boj;s 
under 14 and girls are not wanted, and 
that all farm labor must be super- 
vised to avoid waste and inefficiency.

War duties and war 
expenditures

Make Cheese a Part 
of Your Daily Menu 


Cottage cheese is one of the im- 
portant meat substitutes, say special- 
ists of the United States department 
of agriculture, 
it contains a larger 
percentage of protein (the chief ma- 
terial for body building) than most 
meats and furnishes this material at 
a lower cost. 
In every pound of cot- 
tage cheese there is about one-fifth 
of a pound of protein, nearly ail of 
which is digestible. 
Meats, on 
the 
other hand, usually contain less pro- 
tein and besides have a certain waste, 
such as bone and other inedible ma- 
terial. 
A pound 
of cottage cheese 
daily would supply all the protein re- 
quired by the ordinary adult engaged 
in a sedentary occupation. 


The following shows 
that cottage 
cheese, obtainable at from 12 to 17 
cents per pound, is much cheaper than 
most meats in furnishing protein for 
the diet. 


For supplying protein, one pound 
of cottage cheese equals 1.27 pounds 
sirloin steak, 1.09 pounds round steak, 
1.37 
pounds 
chuck 
rib 
beef, 
1.52 
pounds fowl, 1.4 6 pounds fresh ham, 
1.44 pounds smoked ham, 1.58 pounds 
loin pork chop, 1.31 pounds hind leg 
of lamb, 1.37 pounds breast of veal. 


In addition to protein, energy for 
performing body work must be fur- 
nished by food. As a source of energy 
also cottage cheese is cheaper than 
mo.st meats at present prices. 
The 
following shows the compariáon when 
energy is considered: 


On the basis of energy supplied, one 
pound of cottage cheese equals 8 1-3 
ounces sirloin steak, 11 hi ounces round 
steak, 
11 Vi. ounces chuck rib beef, 
10% ounces fowl. 5% ounces fresh 
ham, 5 ounces smoked ham, 6 ounces 
loin pork chop, 7 1-3 ounces hind leg 
of lamb, 12% ounces breast of veal.

An Ounce of Meat 


and What It Means 


An ounce of edible meat—lean meat, 
fat and lean, suet or fat trimmed 
from steak, 
chop, or 
roast—seems 
hardly worth saving, .says the office of 
information. United States department 
of agriculture. 


Many households take just this view 
of the matter—do not trouble to put 
such an insignificant scrap into the ic e 
box or soup pot—do not bother to .save 
for cookery a spoonful or two of drip- 
pings r a tiny bit f suet or fat. 


Yet if every one of 'our 20,000,000 
American families 
on the 
average 
wastes each day only one ounce of 
edible meat or fat, it means a daily 
waste of 1,250,000 pounds of animal 
food—456,000,000 pounds of valuable 
animal food a year. 


At average dressed weights, it would 
take the gross weight of over 875,000 
steers, or over 3,000,000 hogs—bones 
and all—to provide this weight of 
meat or fat for each garbage pail or 
kitchen sink. 
If the bones and butch- 
er's waste are eliminated, the.se figures 
would be increased to 1,150,000 cattle 
and 3,700,000 hogs. 


Or, again, if the waste were di.s- 
tributed according to the per capita 
consumption of the various meats (ex- 
cluding bones), it would use up a com- 
bined herd of over 538,000 beef ani- 
mals, 291,000 
calves, over 
625,000 
sheep and lambs, and over 2,132,0C0 
hogs. 


Millions of tons of feed and hay, the 
grass from vast pastures and the labor 
of armies of cattlemen and butchers 
also would be scrapped by this maot- 
waste route. 


But—every household doesn't waste 
an ounce of meat or fat every day? 
Very well—make it one out of a hun- 
dred families, but keep in mind that 
all meat allowed to spoil and all meat 
and fat rendered inedible by improper 
cooking, scorching or burning must 
be counted as waste. Make it an ounce 
ever.y other day or one a month. Such 
waste still would be unendui-able, wh.en 
meat is scarce and when fat is of 
such vital food importance to many 
nations. 


Waste of meat or fat is inexcusable. 
Every bit of lean meat can be used 
in soups, stews, or in combination ./it''^ 
cereals; every spoonful of fat can bp 
employed in cookery; 
every bit of 
drippings and gravy can be saved so 
easily and used to add flavor and n«)ur- 
ishment to other dishes. 


The United States department of 
agriculture, Washington, D. C., or your 
state agricultural college will tell y^u 
how to use bits of meat to make ap- 
petizing and nutritious dishes and how 
to use left-over fat in cookery.

LESSON FOR MAY 13 


JESUS THE TRUE VINE. 


LESSON TEXT—John 
GOLDEN T ^ T — I am the vine, ye are 
the' branche».—John 15:5. 


This lesson chronologically follows 
tliat of last Sunday. 
Christ had risen 
M'lth his disciples from the supper ta- 
ble (14:31), nnd the remainder of his 
discourse niay have occurred in an up- 
per room, or in the courtyard of the 
house before thoy loft the city, or on 
the way to the garden of Gethsemane. 


I. 
THE ABIDING LIFE (vv. 1.4). 
Under the 
figure 
of the vine Jesus 
teaches 
spiritual 
truth 
by 
natural 
analogs'. 
The vine Is composed 
of 
roots, stem, branches, 
tendrils, 
and 
fruit. 
There is no separate life: the 
branches are one with the vine. Christ 
Is the head of that body which Is the 
church to Its least member. 
The life 
lived by the Christian Is Christ's life 
humanized, the purpose of which is 
fruit bearing. 
Discipline Is in order 
to frultfulness. 
"He (My Father, the 
vine-drcsser) cuts away an;' branch on 
me -which Is not bearing fruit, and 
cleans every branch which does bear 
fruit, to make it bear richer fruit" 
(Moffat's translation). 
Paul tells us 
that "no chastening for the present 
soeraoth to be joyous but grievous: 
nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
poaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are 
exercised 
thereby." 
The Word Is the cleansing agent (17: 
17). 
Ver.se four suggests a 
double 
abiding—we in him, and he In us— 
the branch depending upon the vine 
for life, and the vine depending upon 
the branch for fruit. 
Jesus had just 
been talking about 
his 
approaching 
death, and his disciples were full of 
anxietj'. 
He tells them not to be trou- 
bled, and by this figure assures them, 
that, though he would leave them, he 
would still be joined to them. 
Al- 
though they had been made 
clean, 
they are taught that the only way to 
keep clean is by "abiding," which is 
to be continued through the eternal 
spirit after his decease and ascent to 
the Father. 
"It Is given to us to hold 
fellowship with 
both the root 
that 
twines Itself about the cross and the 
tendrils 
which 
stretch 
upward 
to 
glory."—A. .T. Gordon. 
So long as we 
think of ourselves, and not of Christ, 
as the source of power, we shall miss 
the secret of frultfulness. 


II. 
The 
Fruitful 
Life 
( w . 
5-8). 
If we abide in him we will bring forth 
much fruit. 
Note the 
progression: 
"fruit," "more fruit," "much fruit." If 
the branch does not bear fruit It Is fit 
only for fuel (Isa. 27:11). "If ye abide 
In me, and ray words abide In you. ye 
shall ask what ye will, and It shall be 
done unto you" (v. 7). 
Our first fruit 
Is to glorify God (v. 8). 
The vine does 
not consume the fruit which It pro- 
duces, though It does exist for its pro- 
duction, thus glorifying God through 
its fruit-bearing function. 
The Bible 
uses many figures to illustrate the in- 
timate relationship between root and 
fruit. 
"Without 
me," 
emphasizes 
Christ, "ye can 
do 
nothing." 
The 
"word" of verse three Is equivalent to 
the word "I" of verse four. 
"Now ye 
are clean through the word which I 
have spoken unto you" (v. 3). 
Our 
fruit bearing is for God's glory be- 
cause It Is an expression of his grace 
and power, and it Is made possible 
through 
our identification with 
his 
Sear son. Our frultfulness attests our 
Christian character. 
We have not yet 
attained perfection in our conduct, but 
we are making progress. 
Progressive 
deliverance from the power of sin Is 
counterbalanced 
by 
corresponding 
frultfulness. 


Ml. 
The Permanent Life (vv. 9-13). 
•Fruit," "more fruit," "much fruit." 
Even as the life of Christ has increas- 
ingly manifested itself 
through 
the 
ages, so our Individual lives are to 
increase in the frultfulness which as- 
similates them to his character and 
expresses his graces. 
As the Father 
has loved him, so has he loved us, and 
this love he communicates to those 
who abide in him. 
The evidence of 
our abiding is manifested by our joy 
in keeping his commandments, just as 
he delighted in keeping his father's 
commandments. 
Obedience and 
joy 
are correlated terms. 
The fuller the 
obedience the greater the Joy. 
Bush- 
nell said: "Heaven Is nothing but the 
joy of a perfectly harmonized being 
filled with God and his love." 
Instead 
of minute, detailed 
instructions 
re- 
garding their conduct, the 
disciples 
are here presented with love, the gov- 
erning principle. 
Love was to be the 
one sufilclent impulse for both divine 
and human relationships. 
Our Lord 
would have the world know his serv- 
ants by the fruit they bear. 


Three things are mentioned as re- 
sulting from the abiding life; power 
to bear^much fruit; transform lives 
and change circumstances through an- 
swered prayer; and fullness of joy—a 
"joy unspeakable and full of glory." 
The world with its poor counterfeits 
has ncthing like it to give, but all of 
these gifts are contingent upon our 
"abiding" in Christ, the source of ev- 
ery blessing. 
The personal pronoun 
suggests peculiarly intimate relation- 
ships; "My Father," (vv. 1, 8, 10); 
"My love," (v. 9 ) ; "My disciples," (v. 
8 ) ; 
"Jfy commandments," 
(v. 
10); 
"My joy," (V. 11).

B. P. Stonccifier, Pilrdue imiversity 
agricultural expert, in charge of' the 
distribution of seeds and potatoes, has i 
prepared the following article^ warning ' 
all city f a r m e r s to keep the soil loos- 
ened up in their newly made gardens. 
His article follows: 


"The rains of the past three weeks 
have been so heavy and continual t h a t 
the heavier garden soils have 
been 
packed. 
W h e r e no planting has been ; 
done in ground t h a t was spaded 
or 
plowed before the rains it will be well 
to stir the soil again before seeds are 
planted. 
{ 


"Where planting has been done f o r 
some time, the weeds have started and 
In a few days the surface will be green 
with these 
first 
line enemies. 
They 
should be eliminated a t once with the 
rake and hoe. 
J u s t as soon as the soil 
is dry enough to work, stir all the sur- 
face with the rake, being careful not 
to injure the young plants t h a t have 
m a d e their appearance. 
Always keep 
in mind the fact t h a i peace In the gar- 
den will not come until crops are ready 
for the table or canning. 
Be ready to 
meet the wave of weeds that follow 
each rainy spell, as well as the skirm- 
ishers In between. 


"By taking care of the first (and for 
that matter ever present enemies) we 
can better meet the attacks of insects 
and fungus diseases which are am-e to 
come with summef weather. 
So do 
not become lax now, but be prepared. 


"Although It is true that the weather 
often comes in periods of rain or sun- '' 
shine, this 
is 
not 
always the case. 
Many are prophesying that a hot dry 
period win folloAv this cold Aveather. 
It Is just as well to expect a good grow- 
ing season 
and 
hope 
for 
pleasant 
weather, and at the samo time have 
our rain packed soil loosened and fine 
in order that it m a y retain moisture 
should the rainfull be scant for some 
time. 


"Garden crops are greatly dependent 
on weather conditions, and he 
who 
would be most successful In growing 
and harvesting good yields must 
bo 
alert to m a k e the best of all weather. 


"Work should be done now If 
the 
danger of sudden weather changes are 
to be avoided. 
So keep your garden 
soil loose by stirring the Surface with 
the rake, even if It has to be done a f t e r 
each rain. 
Be prepared."

"The retreat lasted t w o weelcs in a 
region w i t h o u t railroads or roads of 
a n y sort," said Mile. Losanitch. 
"My ^ 
father and m o t h e r found it difficult ' 
to get food, as there were thousands of ! 
othei-s in the s a m e plight 
and 
the 
country w a s a rocky wilderness. 


"We lived 
as refugees in a 
little 
peasant hut—five persons in two little 
rooms. 
Often 
other 
refugees 
c a m e 
and w e had to m a k e room for them. 
I There w a s no water supply nor con- 
' veniences 
of a n y kind. 
W e got up ^ 
eai-ly and. finished all of the work by 
8 o'clock in the morning, so w e could 
go to the hospitals to help." 


Mile. Losanitcli served a s a 
nurse 
until a year ago, w h e n the relief c o m - 
mittee sent for her to do lecture work. 
She nursed 
the t y p h u s and 
cholera 
victims all during the terrible 
pesti- 
lence of 1915. 


"We have seen people dying In the 
streets," she .said. 
"And one wondered 
at the fortitude that could f a c e s u c h 
disaster and come out of it sane, sweet 
and wholesome. 
The hospitals, houses 
and yards were all crowded and d u m p 
carts c a m e every morning and carried 
a w a y the people 
who^ 
died 
in the 
night. 


"But 
now," 
she 
added, "thanks to 
your American doctors, this is all over, 
and the problems w e have to face n o w 
is one of starvation."

Belgian hare which run about the place. 


Ted Cameron is Jeff's foreman, but the 
big fellow is up and around at all hours 
of the day keeping: close tab on develop- 
ments.

Thl» fan who Is apt to believe that the 
prevalence of low hit contests .this year is 
not out of the ordinary may be surprised 
to learn that already in less than a month 
of the 1917 season the combined batting 
averages of the two major league ball 
clubs has shrunk nearly 10 per cent com- 
pared to the averages of all last year. 


Ten per cent does not seem to be a 
whole lot^ but when it is considered that 
this includes the record of more than 300 
ball players a different light is thrown on 
the situation. 
, 


Batting including May 7 was a fraction 
over .230 for the sixteen ball clubs. 


Last year the combined batting aver- 
ages for the two big leagues was .249, the 
shrinkage this year being about twenty 
points. 


And the reason is indicated in the low 
hit games that have been played in both 
leagues, five hitless contests, ^ two of a 
single hit, seven two-hit games and nine 
three-hit contests, 
in all 
twenty-three ; 
games with less than four hits per game, | 
a pitching record for all time for a similar 
length of time. 


Whether this is the result of smarter j 
pitching, or of poorer batting is a question I 
for experts to quarrel about. 
j 


Whether stricter rules 
should be cn- ; 
forced to give the batters a better chance i 
is entirely up to the rules committee, and j 
a question which 
managers 
probably j 
would never be able to agree on. 
| 


For instance a manager with a flock of j 
great pitchers, like Jack Barry or Fielder ; 
Jones, would undoubtedly fight any effort j 
to place a handicap on his pitchers, while \ 
a manager with a hitting club like the 
Detroit Tigers or the New York Giants 
would be very well satisfied v.-ith anything 
which would add wallops to his select 
circle of swattists.

Lettuce and How to Make it Grow in Fine Quality. 


(Another of the series of article.s by 
the committee on publicity and infor- 
mation of the National Food Relief 
union. Fort Wayne branch. 
This ar- 
ticle by Maude Gaskins. 


Lettuce does 
not withstand 
heat 
well and thrives best, therefore, in 
the early spring or late autumn. 
In 
order to have it crisp and tender it is 
necessary to force the growth of the 
plant. 
The usual method of growing 
lettuce for home use is to sow tive 
seeds broadcast in the bed and to re- 
ilidve the leaves as rapidly a^ they 
become large enough for^ use. 
It is 
better, however, to sow the seed one- 
half inch deep in r o v s fourteen to six- 
teen inches apart, and when the plants 
come up to thin tliejn. 
The heading 
type should be thinned to about twelve 
inches apart.

For an early crop the pla,hts shoiild 
be started in a hotbed or cold frame, 
and transplanted 
afs soon 
a«^ haVd 
freezes are pver. 


be given the crop, and if crisp tender 
lettuce is desired during the summer 
months, some form of partial shading 
'may be necessary. 


It is a good plan to make several 
plantings of lettuce at short intervals. 
This insures a supply of tender leaves 
throughout the summei\ 


Lettuce requires good soil for the 
rapidity of its growth affects its qual- 
ity. 
Head lettuce especially requires 
excellent soil to accomplish the best 


results. 
It is ¡better to start this va- 
riety under glass about the first of 
March, and 
transplant to the 
open 
ground the latter part of April. When 
set out the plants should be placed 
tAvelve inches apart in rows twelve to 
eighteen 
inches apart. 
It 
requires 
thorough 
cultivation from the 
time 
it is set out in order that moisture may 
bo conserved. 
Shading with screens 
of tobacco cloth or similar cloth is a 
help.

"We went over the parapet at 5:30 a.

ridge before we knew we had started. The 
Hermans did not show much light where I 
was. The first one I pinned was so aston- 
ished that he hardly got his bayonet up. 
As for the second ono. I've seen month old 
recruits put up a better show at high 
parry anil low. Our men gave plenty of 
evidence that they knew the right way to 
use a bayonet. 


"Of course ii large part of the credit 


for the dazed condition of the Germans is 
due to our artillery. Their trenches were 
just a mess of craters. We walked right 
through to our company objective, which 
was their third lino, nnd we cleared it 
right up—not a German left standing. 
We ought to have stopped right there, 
aud it was bail soldiering not to do so. 
But we could see Germans scuttling away 
from the far slope and at once our men 
broke and hit up for those retreating men 
for all they were worth. I was hit during 
this pursuit «nd crawled, back up the 
slope to a dressing station."

tlefields and battles yet far off and the future 
pregnant with vast uncertainties, it behooves 
us all to summon fortitude for the stern bus- 
iness of war. Onr griefs and regrets will 
answer us better in moro poigant stages of this 
great struggle if reserved to a time when the 
bludgeonings of war shall have begun to spat- 
ter our blood instead of merely to bent our 
pocketbooks flat, which latter we well may 
think even war is going to find a discouraging 
experience. 


The revenue bill will nndepjo some changes 


in congress—for better or worse. It will noth- 
ing matter in the end what shall bo done and 
in detail how it shall be done. To a great pur- 
pose this nation and people have been conse- 
crated. The best there is in us of strength 
and courage and conquering fortitude will be 
tried in the fiery crucibles of a war that has no 
parallel in human annals.

Of the replies 
received to date, which cover fifteen 
states, 62 per cent say unqualifiedly 
"No" to the question, "Are city school 
childrgn wanted to work in your dis- 
trict." An Illinois farmer writes, "City 
Bchool children would bo of no use In 
this section. Farmers are in need of 
adult help, 18 years and over." The 
Minnesota State Grange Master says, 
'City boys unless trained are of no u.<o 
to us. Nearly all the work is carried 
on by either gas or horse power and 
I find they do not understand how to 
drive a horse or handle machinery." 
The secretary of the Vermont Grange 
replies, "Vermont Is a dairy state. No 
children are employed or wanted to 
my Knowledge." The four officers of 
tho Pennsylvania Grange agree that 
children are not wanted to any ex- 
tent. "Some demand for boys," says 
the Master, but the state treasurer 
says, "We do not think school chil- 
dren of the large cities would be of 
sufficient help to warrant the under- 
taking." "The tending of small corn 
is a delicate business for a city bred 
child." says an officer from the corn 
belt of Illinois, "while haying and har- 
vest would be too heavy work for one 
not accustomed to labor in the hot 


n." 
Of those who mention the lowest ago 


at which a boy is useful, 64 per cent 
say 14 or over. Those who mention 
the need of children 
say they 
are , 


wanted for berry picking or truck 
gardening, but only 12% per cent of 
all the answers say, without qualifica- 
tions, that children are wanted on tho 
farms. 
The conclusions, according to 


the national child labor committee, 
are that to send school children to 
farms without careful investigation of 
the actual need for them in a given 
district %vould be foolish and an em- 
barrassment to the farmers, that boyu 
under 14 and girls are not wanted, and 
that all farm labor must be super- 
vised to avoid waste and inefficiency. 
"Personal initiative is the large fac- 
tor in farm labor that is profitable," 
says the 
Michigan Grange 
Master. 


"The youngsters are wholly unfamiliar 
for the most part with farm practice, 
methods, hours, crops, animals and 
the rural mind." 
"We are convinced," says Owen R. 


Lovejoy, general secretary of the na- 
tional child labor committee, "that 
the place for the children is in their 
homes, that they can help much bet- 
ter there in school and home gardens 
under supervision, and that the farm- 
ers arc the last people who want, an 
army 
of 
inefficient, 
inexperienced 


laborers on their hands. The grange 
officer* show a clear knowledge ot the 
fact that child labor is the most un- 
skilled and uneconomical labor there 
is. I hope no one will be so .foolish as 


to attempt to send children to the 
farms in any 
district without first 


seeing that the farmers want thorn 
and that they are to bo properly safe- 
guarded and supervised. We havo is- 
sued a suggestion for using children 
in school and home gardens which 
we nhall be glad to mail to anyone in- 
terested."

How to Make Little 


Meat Go a Long Way 


A small quantity of meat may ho 


made to go a. long way. according to 
a number of recipes issued by Dr. H. 
15. Barnard, state food and drug com- 
missioner. He gives thn following di- 
rections on how to prepare the meats: 


"Flavor is what we want In meat. 


Meatless meals do not please us be- 
cause such dinners fail to interest tho 
appetite. A little meat properly used 
will give tho desired flavor to other 
and cheaper foods. 
The most com- 


mon way of doing this is to grind tho 
meat and combine it with rice, bread 
crumbs and potatoes to form cro- 
quettes, or It may be made into pics 
with largo quantities of pastry and 
vegetables, or cooked with dumplings. 
It may be served in the same dish with 
starchy foods, such ns spaghetti, maca- 
roni or rice, or used with bread crumbs 
or other materials as a. stuffing for 
vegetables, such 
as 
tomatoes and 


greon peppers. 
Another way to use 


meat is to .slice it thin and wrap It. 
around a ball mnde of bread crumbs, 
rice or potatoes.

fat and lean, suet or fat trimmed

Information. United States department 
of agriculture. 


Many households take Just this view 


of the matter—do not iroublo to put 
mich an insignificant scrap into the ico 
box or soup pot—do not bother to savo 
for cookery a spoonful or two of drip- 
pines r a tiny bit f suet or fat. 


Yet 1C every one of our 20.000.000 


American families 
on the 
avcrago 


wastes each day only ono ounce of 
edlblo meat or fat, it means a. dally 
waste of 1.250.000 pounds of animal 
rood—456,000,000 pounds ot valuable 
animal food a year. 


At average dressed weights, it would 


take the gross weight of over 875.001) 
steers, or over 3,000,000 hogs—bones 
and all—to provide this weight of 
meat or fat for each garbage pail or 
kitchen sink. If the bones and butch- 
er's waste arc eliminated, these figures 
would he increased to 1.1GO.OOO cattle 
mid 3,700.000 hogs. 


Or. again, if the waste were dis- 


tributed according to the per capita 
consumption of the various meats (ex- 
cluding bones), It would use up a com- 
bined herd of over iiSS.OOO beef ani- 
mals, 231,000 
calves, over 
625,(lOO 


sheep and lambs, and over 2,132,000 
hogs. 


Millions of tons of feed and hay. the 


grass from vast pastures and the labor 
ot armies of cattlemen and butchers 
also would be scrapped by this maot- 
waste route. 
But—every household doesn't waste 


an ounce of meat or fat every day? 
Very well—make it one out of a hun- 
dred families, but keep in mind that 
all meat allowed to spoil and all meat 
and fat rendered inedible by improper 
cooking, scorching or burning must 
be counted as waste. Make it an ounce 
every other day or one :i month. Such 
waste still would be unendurable, when 
moat is scarce and when fat is of 
such vital food importance to many 
nations.

agriculture, Washington, D. C., or your 
state agricultural college will tell you 
how to use bits of meat to make ap- 
petizing and nutritious dishes and how 
to use left-over fat in cookery.

LESSON FOR MAY 13 


JESUS THE TRUE VINE. 


I-ESSON TEXT-Jolm 15:1-13. 
GOLDEN TEXT-I am the vine, ye are 


the branches.—John 35:6. 


Thls lesson chronologically follows 


tli:it of last Sunday. Clirist had risen 
with his disciples from the supper ta- 
blo (14:31), nnd the remainder of Ills 
discourse may have occurred In an up- 
per room, or In the courtyard of the 
luiuso before they loft the city, or on 
tiie way to tho garden of Gethsernaue. ^ 


I. THE ABIDING LIFE (vv. 1.4). 


Under the licure of the vine Jesus 
teaches 
spiritual trutli by natural 


analogy. 
The vine is composed of 


roots, siem. branches, tendrils, and 
fruit. There is no separate life: the 
branches arc one with th° vine. Christ 
Is the head of that body which is the 
church to Its least member. The life 
lived by the Christian is Christ's life 
humanized, the purpose of which Is 
frjit bearing. 
Discipline Is in order 


to fniltfulness. 
"He (My Father, the 


vine-dresser) cuts away any branch on' 
me which Is not bearing fruit, and 
clenns every branch which does bear 
fruit, to make it bear richer fruit" 
(MoHnt's translation). 
Paul tells us 


that "no chasteuins for the present 
Koemeth to be joyous but grievous: 
nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby." 
The Word Is the cleansing agent (17: 
17). 
Verse four suggests a double 


abiding—we in him. and he in us— 
the branch depending upon the vine 
for life, and the vine depending upon, 
the branch for fruit. 
.Tesus had Just 


been talking about his approaching 
death, and his disciples were full of 
anxiety. lie tells them not to be trou- 
bled, and by this figure assures them, 
that, though he would leave them, he 
would still he Joined to them. 
Al- 


though they had been made clean, 
they are taught that the only Tray to 
keep clean Is by "abiding." which Is 
to be continued through the eternal 
spirit after his decease and ascent to 
the Father. "It Is given to tis to hold 
fellowship with both the root that 
twines Itself nbout tho cross and the 
tendrils which stretch upward 
to 


glory."—A. .T. Gordon. So long as we 
think of ourselves, and not of Christ, 
as the source- of power, we shall miss 
the secret of frultfuiness. 


II. The Fruitful 
Life (rr. fi-S). 


If we uhlde in him we will bring forth 
much fruit. 
Note the progression: 


"fnilt," "more fruit." "much fruit." If 
the branch does not bear fruit It Is fit 
only for fuel (Isa. 27:11). "If ye abide 
In me, and my words abide In you. ye 
shall ask what, ye will, and It shall be 
done unto you" (v. 7). Our first fruit 
Is to glorify God (r. S). The vine docs 
not consume the fruit which It pro- 
duces, though It docs exist, for Its pro- 
duction, thus glorifying God through 
Its fruit-bearing function. 
The Bible, 


uses many figures to Illustrate tho in- 
Mmnto relationship between root, nnd 
fruit. 
"Without 
me," 
emphasizes 


Christ, "ye can do nothing." 
The 


"word" of verse three Is equivalent to 
the word "I" of verse four. "Now ye, 
nre clean through the word which I 
have spoken unto you" (v. 3). Our 
fruit bearing is for God's glory be- 
cause It Is an expression of his grace 
and .power, and it Is made possible 
through our Identification with his 
Sear son. Our frultfulncss attests our 
Christian character. We have not yet 
attained perfection in our conduct, hut 
ivc nre making progress. Progressive 
deliverance from the power of sin Is 
counterbalanced 
by 
corresponding 


fruit fulness. 


III. 
The Permanent Life (vv. 9-13). 


"Fruit," "more fruit," "much fruit." 
Even as the life of Christ has increas- 
ingly manifested itself through the 
ages, so our individual lives are to 
increase in the fruitfulness which as- 
similates them to his character and 
expresses his graces. As the Father 
has loved him, so has he loved us, nnd 
this love he communicates to those 
\vho abide in him. The evidence of 
our abiding Is manifested by our Joy 
in keeping his commandments, just, as 
he delighted in keeping his father's 
commandments. 
Obedience and joy 


are correlated terms. 
The fuller the 


obedience the greater the joy. Bnsh- 
nell said: "Heaven Is nothing but the 
joy of a perfectly harmonized being 
filled with God and his love." Instead 
of minute, detailed instructions re- 
garding their conduct, the disciples 
are here presented with love, the gov- 
erning principle. Tjove was to he the 
POP sufficient impulse for both divine 
and human relationships. 
Our Lord 


would have the world know his serv- 
ants by the fruit they bear. 


Three things are mentioned as re- 


sulting from tho abiding life; power 
to bear much fruit; transform lives 
nnd change circumstances through an- 
swered prayer; and fullness of joy—a 
"joy unspeakable and full of glory." 
The world with its poor counterfeits 
has n.-;!hing like it to give, but all,of 
these gifts are contingent upon our

American independence had been fought 
and won. Gen. -JolTre, marshal of France, 
today paid tribute to the first president.

members of the French war commission, 
the man who saved France, arrived in 
this city, which was founded by Germans, 
to be the guest of Now York state. Gov- 
ernor Whitman and virtually the entire 
legislature were here to welcome the 
party. After the ceremonies the marshal 
went to Westpoiut. 


The marshal was received into the 


hearts of thousands of citizens and school 
children. From the depot his party went 
to the Hasbrouch house, the name of 
Washington's headquarters, and there 
speeches were made by JofTro. Governor 
Whit mini and Supreme Court Justice 
I'endleton, grandson of the author of the 
"Star Spangled Banner." 


To Marshal Joffre was presented the 


eagle of the society of the Cincinnati, 
founded here 134 years ago, yester-, 
day. by the officers of the army of the 
American revolution all the French of- 
ficers serving with .them being also 
made members of the order. The eagie 
conferre don Marshal Joffro is an ex- 
act duplicate of that worn by Wash- 
ington. Roehcmbcau and 
Lafayette. 


The decoration conferred on JolTre to- 
day Is the first presented to any one 
by the society since Lafayette received 
the honor.

Prepares Article. 


B. T*. Stonecificr. Purdue university 


agricultural expert, in charge of the 
distribution of seeds and potatoes, has 
prepared the following article, warning 
all city farmers to keep tho soil loos- 
ened up in their newly made gardens. 
His article follows: 


"The rains of tho past three weeks 


have been so heavy and continual that | 
the heavier garden soils have been 
packed. Where no planting has been j 
done In ground that was spaded or' 
plowed before the rains It will be well 
to stir the soil again before seeds are 
planted. 
I 


"Where planting has been done for 


some time, tho weeds have started and 
In a few days the surface will bo preen 
with these first line enemies. 
They 


should be eliminated at once with tlje 
rake and hoe. Just as soon as the soil 
Is dry enough to work, stir all the sur- 
face with the rake, being careful not 
to injure the young plants that have 
mad* their appearance. Always keep 
In mind the fact thai, peace in the gar- 
den will not come until crops aro ready 
for the table or canning. Bo ready to 
meet the wave of woods that follow 
each rainy spell, as woll as tho sklrm- 
Ishera In between. 


"By taking caro of the first (and for 


that matter ever present enemies) we 
can better meet the attacks of Insects 
and fungus diseases which are sure to 
com* with summer weather. 
So do 


not become lax now, but ho prepared. 


"Although It Is true that the weather 


often comes In periods of rain or sun- 
shine, this Is not always tho case. 
Many are prophesying that a hot dry 
period will follow this cold weather. 
It Is Just «s well to expect a good grrow- 
'ng Reason and hopo for pleasant 
weathor, and at tho nnmn tlmo have 
our ruin packed soil loosened and fine 
In order that It may retain moisture 
should tho ralnfull bo scant for somo 
time. 


"Garden crops are greatly dependent 


on weather conditions, and ho who 
would ho most suceonsful In growing 
and harvesting good yields must ho 
alert to make tho best of all weather. 


"Woflc should be dono now If tho 


danger of sudden weather changes aro 
to bo avoided. So keep your garden 
soil loose by ntirrlng tho wurfaco with 
the rake, even If It has to bo dono after 
each rain. Be prepared."

to learn that already in less than a month 
of the 1317 season the combined battine 
averages of the two major league ball

Ten per cent does not seem to be a 


whole lot. but when it is considered that 
'this includes the record of more than 300 
•bail players a different light is thrown on j 
the situation. 


« Batting including May 7 was a fraction 


over .230 for the sixteen hall clubs. 


Last year the combined batting aver- 


ages for the two big leagues was .249. the 
shrinkage this year being about twenty 
points. 


And tlfc reason is indicated in the low 


hit games that have been played in both 
leagues, flve hitless contests, two of a 
single hit, seven two-hit games and nine 
three-hit contests, in all twenty-three 
games with less than four hits per game, 
a pitching record for all time for a similar 
length of time. 


Whether this is the result of smarter 


pitching, or of poorer batting is a question 


>r experts to quarrel about.

Lettuce and How to Make it Grow in Fine Quality. 


(Another of the series of articles by 


the committee on publicity and infor- 
mation of the National Food Relief 
union, Fort Wayne branch. This ar- 
ticle by Maude Gaskins. 


Lettuce does not 'withstand 
heat 


•well and thrives best, therefore, in 
the early spring or late autumn. In 
order to'have it crisp and tender it is 
necessary to force the growth of the 
plant. The usual method of growing 
lettuce for home use is to sow the 
seeds broadcast in the bed and to re- 
move the leaves as rapidly as they 
become large enough for use. It is 
better, however, to sow the seed one- 
half inch deep in rovs fourteen to six- 
teen inches apart, and when tho plants 
come up to thin them. The heading 
type should be thinned to about twelve 
inches apart. 
v 


For an early crop the plants should 


be started in a hotbed or cold frame, 
and transplanted 
as soon as hard 


freezes arc over. 
Frequent shallow cultivations should 


be given the crop, and if crisp tender 
lettuce is desired during the summer 
months, some form of partial shading 
may be necessary. 
It is a good plan to make several 


plantings of lettuce at short intervals. 
This insures a supply of tender leaves 
throughput the summer. 


Lettucq requires good soil for the 


rapidity of its growth affects its qual- 
ity. 
Head lettuce especially requires 


excellent soil to accomplish the best 


results. 
It is better to start this va- 


riety under glass about the flrst of 
March, and transplant to the open 
ground the latter part of April. When 
set out the plants should be placed 
twelve inches apart in rows twelve to 
eighteen inches apart. 
It requires 


thorough cultivation from the time 
it is set out in order that moisture may 
be conserved. Shading with screens 
of tobacco cloth or similar cloth is a 
help.
